MUSHROOMS 

Mushrooms  can  be  grown  in  the  cellar,  in 
sheds  or  in  hotbeds  in  open  air,  on  shelves  or 
out-of-the-way  places.  Fermenting  horse  manure 
at  a  temperature  of  about  70  degrees,  mixed 
with  an  equal  weight  of  fresh  sod  loam,  is  made 
into  beds  the  size  required,  8  inches  deep.
